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Is said to have shown absolute fearless- 
ness in the present war of Germany 
against almost all Europe, Several re- 
ports have been published of his death 
while Jeadlns the first division of the 
Imperial Guard army corps. 
1 The crown prince iVas born on May 
6, 1SS2. His military education was be- 
gun when ho was fourteen years old, 
and he was a cadet at one of tho Ger- 
man military schools for four years. lie 
became a lieutenant In 1900 and had 
risen to "a colonelcy Just' before war 
was declared.
